THE HIGH BUTTONING CARDIGAN. 

THE LEFT FRONT—Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 
38 [B— 40] [C— 44] stitches. 

1st row. —* P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row thirteen times, [B —inc. once at end of 
needle in last row] (38 [B —41] [C 44] sts.). 

Using No. 4 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.— Knit. 2nd row.— Purl. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until work measures 
14 ins. from commencement, finishing at end of a purl 


row. 

Commence raglan shaping as follows:— 

1st row.— Cast off 2 [B— 3] [C—4] sts., knit to end 
of row. ** 


2nd row. —Purl to last st., K.l. 

3rd row.— K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., knit to end of row. 
Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows sixteen [B —seventeen] 
[C—eighteen] times. 

Cast off 6 sts. at beg. of next row. 

Dec. once at armhole edge as before, in next and every 
alt. row until one st. remains, whilst at same time dec. 
once at neck edge in every row four times. Fasten off. 


THE RIGHT FRONT—Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 
38 [B— 40] [C—44] stitches. 

1st row. —* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row thirteen times, [B —inc. once at beg. of 
needle in last row]. (38 [B —41] [C—44] sts.). 

Using No. 4 Needles, work as given for Left Front to 
underarm, finishing at end of a knit row. 

Commence raglan shaping as follows: 

1st row.— Cast off 2 [B— 3] [C—4] sts., purl to end 
of row. ** 

2nd row. —Knit to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

3rd row.— K.l, purl to end of row. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows sixteen [B— seventeen] 
[C—eighteen] times. Tr 

Next row. —Cast off 6 sts., knit to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., 
K.l. 

Dec. once at armhole edge as before, in every alt. row 
until one st. remains, whilst at same time dec. once 
at neck edge in every row four times. Fasten off. 


THE BACK— Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 76 
[B— 82] [C— 88] stitches. 

1st row.—* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row thirteen times. 

Using No. 4 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until work measures 
14 ins. from commencement, finishing at end of a purl 
row. 

Shape raglan as follows:— 

Cast off 2 [B— 3] [C— 4] sts. at beg of next 2 rows. 
Next row.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., knit to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.L 

Next row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Rep these 2 rows until 22 sts. remain. Cast ott. 
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THE SLEEVES—Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 36 
[B—38] [C—40] stitches. 

1st row.—* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row thirteen times. 

Using No. 4 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each end 
of needle in next and every following 7th [B—6th] 
[C—6th] row until there are 56 [B—62] [C—68] 
sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 17± 
ins. (or length desired) from commencement, finishing 
at end of a purl row. 

Shape raglan as follows:— 

Cast off 2 [B—3] [C—4] sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 
Next row.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., knit to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.l. 

Next row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Rep. these 2 rows until 4 sts. remain, finishing at end 
of a knit row. 

Next row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Next row.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.l. Cast off. 
Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE LEFT FRONT BAND—Using No. 9 Needles, 
cast on 9 stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows sixty-eight times. Break off 
wool. Leave sts. on a spare needle. 


THE RIGHT FRONT BAND—Using No. 9 Needles, 
cast on 9 stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Re-^: 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row.—K.2, P.1, cast off 2 sts., K.l, P.1, K.2. 

6th row.—(K.l, P.l) twice, cast on 2 sts., K.l, P.1, 
K.l. ** 

Continue in rib, making a buttonhole as before in 
every 19th and 20th row six times. 

Work 13 rows in rib. Do not break off wool. Leave 
sts. on needle. 

THD NECKBAND—Using a flat seam, sew sleeves to 
fronts and back, leaving tops of sleeves to form part 
of neckline. Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew front 
bands in position. With right side of work facing and 
using No. 9 Needle on which right front band sts. 
were left, knit up 59 [B—61] [C—63] sts. evenly 
round neck, then work in rib across sts. of left front 
band. Work 8 rows in rib, making a buttonhole as be¬ 
fore in 19th and 20th rows from previous buttonhole. 
Cast off in rib. 

TO MAKE UP—With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing and 
a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Sew on buttons to correspond with 
buttonholes. Finally, press all seams.

Patons Crochet Hook, No. 10. 

ABBREVIATIONS: See page 14. K.1B = 
knit one below—knit next st. one row be¬ 
low and at same time slip st. above off 
needle. (For Mitts) “Increase”—Pick up 
loop which lies before next st. and knit 
it t.b.l. 


TENSION: 4 stitches to 1 inch in width on N<j. 3 
Needles, measured over plain smooth fabric. Check 
tension—see page 13. 

THE CAP—Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 98 stitches. 
1st row.—* P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row fifteen times, inc. once at end of needle 
in last row. 

Using No. 6 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row (Wrong side of work).—Knit. 

2nd row.—* P.1, K.1B, rep. from * to last st., F.l. 
Rep. last 2 rows until work measures 1\ ins. from 
commencement, finishing at end of a knit row. 

Shape top as follows:— 

1st row.—Patt. 6, (wool front, slip 1, P.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
patt. 7) nine times, wool front, slip 1, P.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
(79 sts.). 

Work 3 rows in patt. without shaping. 

5th row.—Patt. 4, (wool front, slip 1, P.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
patt. 5) nine times, wool front, slip 1, P.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
(59 sts.). 

Work 3 rows in patt. without shaping. 

9th row.—Patt. 2, (wool front, slip 1, P.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
patt. 3) nine times, wool front, slip 1, P.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
(39 sts.). 

Work 3 rows in patt. without shaping. 


13th row.—(Wool front, slip 1, P.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.1B) 
nine times, wool front, slip 1, P.2 tog., p.s.s.o., (19 sts.). 
Work 2 rows in patt. without shaping. 

Break off wool, thread end through remaining sts., 
draw up and fasten off securely. 

TO MAKE UP—Using a fiat seam, sew up back seam. 
Turn up band at lower edge and press lightly. Make 
a pom-pom and sew to top of cap. 

To Make a Pom-Pom: Cut two circles of cardboard, 2 
ins. in diameter. Cut a small hole in centre—about 
i an inch in diameter. Wind the wool round and round 
the cardboard until the centre hole is filled up. Place 
the point of a pair of scissors between the two pieces 
of cardboard and cut round, keeping scissors between 
two pieces of cardboard all the time. Using a double 
strand of wool, wrap round between the two circles of 
cardboard, knot firmly and take away cardboard. 
Trim evenly. 

THE SCARF—Using No. 3 Needles, cast on 39 
stitches. 

1st row.—Knit. 

2nd row.—* P.1, K.1B, rep. from * to last st., P.l. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 46 ins. 
from commencement, finishing with a 1st row. Cast off 
in patt. [ Continued on page 12

THE JUMPER WITH RAGLAN SLEEVES— 

THE FRONT—Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 52 
[B—56] [C—60] stitches. 

1st row.—* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row seven [B—nine] [C—eleven] times. 
Using No. 4 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. ** 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 71 [B—81] 
[C—91] ins. from commencement, finishing at end of 
a purl row. 

Shape for raglan armholes as follows:— 

1st and 2nd rows.—Cast off 2 sts., work to end of row. 
3rd row.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., knit to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.l. 

4th row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

5th row.—Knit. 6th row.—As 4th row. *** 


Rep. rows 3 to 6 incl. three times. 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows three [B—four] [C—five] 
times. (34 [B—36] [C—38] sts.). 

Divide for neck as follows:— 

Next row.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.10 [B—K.l 1] 
[C—K.ll], turn. 

Continue on these 12 [B—13] [C—13] sts., dec. once 
at eSch end of needle in every alt. row four times 
(4 [B—5] [C—5] sts.). 

Sizes A and B only—Work 1 row without shaping. 
Dec. once at armhole edge only in A—every row 
twice [B —every row three times] [C—every alt. row 
three times] (2 sts.). 

[Size B and C only.—Work 1 row without shaping.]. 
All sizes.—K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

Slip k next 8 [B—8] [C—10] sts. on to a stitch holder. 
Join in wool at neck edge and work on remaining sts. 
to correspond with other side. 

THE BACK—Work as given for Front to ***. 

Rep. rows 3 to 6 incl. twice. 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows five [B—five] [C—seven] times. 
(32 [B—36] [C—36] sts.). 

Divide for back opening as follows:— 

Next row.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.14 [B—K. 16] 
[C—K.l6], turn. 

Continue on these 16 [B—18] [C—18] sts. as 
follows:— 

1st row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l.

THE FRONT—Using No. 9 Needles, cast on>84 
[B—90] [C—96] stitches. 

1st row.—* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row fifteen times. 

Using No. 4 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 16 
[B—161] [C—17] ins. from commencement, finishing 
at end of a purl row. ** 

Shape for armholes by casting off 2 sts. at ivsR. of 
next 2 rows, then dec. once at each end of need’^ in 
3rd and every following 4th row until 62 [B—66] 
[C—70] sts. remain. 

Work 1 row without shaping. 

Shape for neck as follows:— 

Next row.—K.25 [B—K.26] [C—K.27], turn. 

Continue on these 25 [B—26] [C—27] sts., dec. once 
at neck edge in every row six times, whilst at same 
time dec. once at armhole edge in every 4th row from 
previous dec. twice (17 [B—18] [C—19] sts.). 

Work 3 rows without shaping. 

Cast off 4 sts. at beg. of next row and every alt. row 
twice (5 [B—6] [C—7] sts.). 

Work 1 row without shaping. Cast off. 

Slip next 12 [B—14] [C—16] sts. on to a stitch holder, 
join in wool at neck edge and work on remaining sts. 
to correspond with other side. 


THE BACK—Work as given for Front to **. 

Shape for armholes by casting off 2 sts. at beg. of 
next 2 rows, then dec. once at each end of needle 
in 3rd and every following 4th row until 58 [B—62] 
[C—66] sts. remain. 

Work 3 rows without shaping. 

Cast off 4 sts. at beg. of next 6 rows, then 5 [B—6] 
[C—7] sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Leave remaining 24 [B—26] [C—28] sts. on a stitch 
holder. 

THE SLEEVES—Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 40 
[B—42] [C—44] stitches. 

1st row.—* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row twenty times. 

22nd row.—Rib 2 [B—rib 3] [C—rib 5], * inc. once 
in next st., rib 4 [B—rib 2] [C—rib 2], rep. from * 
to last 3 [B—3] [C—6] sts., inc. once in next st., rib 
to end of row (48 [B—52] [C—56] sts.). 

Using No. 4 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each end 
of needle in next and every following 8th row until 
there are 68 [B—74] [C—80] sts. on needle.

Using No. 4 Needles, proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 15$ 
[B—16] [C—16i] ins. from commencement, finishing 
at end of a purl row. 

** Proceed as follows:— 

1st and 2nd row*.—Cast off 4 sts., work to end of row. 
3rd row.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., knit to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.l. 

4th row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. *** 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows once [B—twice] [C—t&ree 
times]. 

Divide for neck as follows:— 

Next row.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.31 [B—K.33] 
[C—K.35], K.2 tog., turn. 

Continue on these 34 [B—36] [C—38] sts., dec. once 
at armhole edge (as before) in every alt. row twenty- 
one [B—twenty-two] [C—twenty-three] times, whilst 
at same time dec. once at neck edge in every following 
6th row A twice [B—once] then in every following 
4th row seven [B—nine] [C—eleven] times (4 sts.). 
Next row.—Purl to last st., K.l. 

Next row.—K.l, slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o. 

Next row.—K.l, P.l. 

Next row.—K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

Join in wool at neck edge and work on remaining sts. 
to correspond with other side. 


THE BACK—Work as given for Front to ***. 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows until 26 [B—28] [C—30] sts. 
remain. 

Work 1 row without shaping. Cast off.

Work 4 [B—6] [C—8] rows without shaping.

1st row.—Work to last 6 [B—7] [C—7] sts., turn.

Si.pHffext 8 [B—10] [C—10] sts. on to a stitch holder. 
Join in wool at neck edge and work on remaining sts.

THE BACK—Work as given for Front of Jumper with 
Set-in Sleeves to ***. 

Work 5 [B—7] [C—11] rows without shaping. 

Divide for back opening as follows:— 

Next row.—K.21 [B—K.23] [C—K.24], turn. 

Continue on these 21 [B—23] [C—24] sts. as fol¬ 
lows:— 

1st row.—K.l, purl to end of row. 

2n^ row (on which buttonhole is worked).—Knit to 
last-^ sts., K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.l. 

3rd row.—K.l, purl wl. fwd.t.b.l., purl to end of row. 
Continue on these sts., working as buttonhole as before 
in every 6th row from previous buttonhole twice. 
Shape shoulder as follows:— 

1st row.—Work to last 6 [B—7] [C—7] sts., turn. 
2nd row.—Work to end of row. 

3rd row.—Work to last 12 [B—13] [C—14] sts., turn. 
4th row.—As 2nd row. Cast off.

Tension is most important! 

HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION—Before you commence knitting, check 
your tension carefully—on this depends the success of the finished article. 
Take the wool and needles specified in the instructions, cast on 20 stitches, 
work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly press work. Check the tension 
by placing an inch tape across the stitches, count the exact number of stitches 
to one inch and compare with the tension given in the instructions. All 
tensions are measured over plain smooth fabric, lightly pressed. If your 
tension is too loose, try a size finer needle. If your tension is too tight, try 
a size coarser needle. If there is more than one size of needle recommended 
in the recipe and you alter the needles to obtain the correct tension in plain 
smooth fabric, corresponding alterations must be made to the needles 
throughout the instructions. 
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Join in wool at centre back, cast on 2 sts., and keeping 
these 2 sts. in Garter Stitch for underlap, work on 
remaining sts. to correspond with other side, omitting 
buttonholes. 

THE SLEEVES—Work as given for Sleeves of Jumper 
with Raglan Sleeves to **. 

Cast off 2 sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Dec. once at each end of needle in next and every alt. 
row until 32 sts. remain, then in every row until 8 
sts. remain. 

Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE NECKBAND—Using a fine back-stitch seam, 
sew up shoulder seams. Work as given from ** to 
** for Neckband of Jumper with Raglan Sleeves. 
Proceed as follows:— 

All Sizes—1st row.—* K.l, P.1, rep. from * to last 
3 sts., K.3. 

2nd row (on which buttonhole is worked).—K.2, * 
P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last 3 sts., P.2 tog., w.o.n., 
K.l. 

Work 2 rows in rib. Cast off in rib. 

TO MAKE UP—With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing and 
a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, sew up side 
and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, placing seams to 
side seams. Sew underlap in position. Sew on buttons 
to correspond with buttonholes. Finally, press all 
seams.
